c. Mr. Proctor accompanied the DCI to a Senate Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee meeting. Proctor suggests that future brief- 
ings deal with their subject matter simply. Briefers should be 
fast on their feet and able to recover quickly from diversionary 
questions. 


d. Mr. Walsh commented on a recent MAGIN meeting in which 
problems of communication within the Nirectorate were discussed. 
Some representatives remarked that DDI Notices and Vacancy 
Notices frequently did not filter down to the troops. These 
notices are available to IAS personnel on bulletin boards or 
within the Administrative Staff. 


e. The DCI has made the decision to go forward to USIB on 
declassification of the knowledge of satellite imagery. It is 
now classified SECRET. 


f. Proctor reported that the Director attended the National 
Security Council meetings with the President yesterday. 


g. The DDO put on a briefing for the State Department con- 
cerning orientation for State people who would be going over- 
seas and come in contact with CIA employees. The Director wants 
to give a similar briefing to the economic community. 


h. Regarding honor and merit awards, Proctor pointed out 
that only one officer under GS-18 had received a DIM during 
the last 19 years. He feels that they should come up with 
more honor and merit awards for people under GS-18. Awards of 
this type should be looked into for clericals. OSI's may be 

~given along with honor and merit awards.
